CONGRESS GIVES $725,000,000 
RELIEF BILL FINAL APPROVAL 


Measure Now Goes to White House; Com- 
promise Provisions, Designed to Bar 
Politics in WPA, Are Left in. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2. — Con- 
gress gave final approval today to 
a .$725,000,000 relief appropriation 
to carry WPA through June 30. The 
measure now goes to the White 
House. ' 
The House completed ‘congres- 
sional action on the bill by going 
along with the Senate on compro- 
mise provisions designed to take 
politics out of relief and discarding 


an amendment it originally had ac- 
cepted to provide that WPA should 


make no differentials in excess of 
25 per cent for the same type of 
work in different areas. 

The differentials amendment was 
tossed aside by a roll call vote, 
which Speaker Bankhead an- 
nounced as 252 to 140. 

The . $725,000,000-—$150,000,000 less 
than President Roosevelt recom- 
mended—is intended to keep WPA 
operating through June 30. The bill 
contains a provision, however, that 
the President may ask for more 
money in the event of emergency. 


GONVICTS ON STRIKE 
QVER TOO MUCH HASH 


3500 Kept in, Cells at San 
Quentin When They Re- 
fuse to Eat or Work. 


By the Assdéciated Press. 

SAN QUENTIN, Cal., Feb. 2.— 
About 3500 convicts continued their 
hunger strike at the State prison 
here today and were kept in their 
cells when they refused to work. 
More than 1700 prisoners, most 
of whom were not involved when 
the convicts complained yesterday 
about food served them, ate break- 
fast and were assigned to jobs. 
Warden Court Smith, who talked 
with the convicts in the prison yard 
yesterday in an effort to settle the 
dispute, said he believed the food 
question was not at the bottom of 
the dissatisfaction, 

“I believe a few organizers are 
responsible,” he said. “Possibly 
they hope to gain publicity for the 
prison and hence gain attention and 
more privileges and entertainment.” | 
Several days ago complaints were 
heard about the corned beef hash 
served at meals. Smith said he had 
acquiesced to the convicts’ demands 
for removal of “corned ‘willie”— 
corned beef hash—from the menu, 


sand had offered the convicts more 


food. 

Today’s menu included beef stew 
with vegetables, baked spaghetti, 
brown beans, white bread and tea. 

The warden asserted there would 
be no “vote” by the convicts on the 
hunger strike question, but that it 
would be up to each prisoner 
whether he would eat and return 
to work. 

Yesterday the hunger strike 
quickly spread in the overcrowded 
prison from a few hundred men in 
the jute mill to nearly 4000. 

When the convicts refused to eat 
the noon meal the food was left on 
the tables, and the dining-room 
open. Some of the convicts went 
back to work without eating; some 
remained idle, and no attempt was 
made to force them to their tasks. 
’ As the strike grew, the noise in 
the prison grew. Convicts booed 
banged their bars and let out 
high-pitched cries in unison. 

Prison officials said they would 
seek ringleaders of the revolt, but 
Warden Smith said so long as the 
men observed the rules and did 
not break discipline, he would not 
punish them. 

He decided to take no chances 
on permitting massed demonstra- 
tions today, however, and an- 
nounced no one would be permitted 
to leave his cell unless he firs 
agreed to eat his meals as usual,

ACCUSED OF OFFERING 
10 SELL PROTECTION 


Two Ex-Convicts Charged with 
Trying to Get Money From 
Tavern Keepers. 


Two ex-convicts who told police 
they came here “looking for easy 
money” were held at the Newstead 
Avenue Station today for investi- 
gation of statements by two tav- 
ern owners that the men tried to 
get them to agree to pay $15 a 
month. each for “protection” 
against arrest or prosecution for 
law violation. 

One of the prisoners is Hyman 
Ballew, who was active here for a 
few days last summer in the cam- 
paign of Circuit Judge James V. 
Billings against sudge James M. 
Douglas for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for the State Supreme Court. 
He organized a rally at a down- 
town hall July 8 and disappeared 
from St. Louis soon afterward 
when it was disclosed he was a for- 
mer convict. The Billings campaign 
management said he was not an 
authorized worker y ie 

Prisoners Identify Selves. 

Ballew gave an address in Kan- 
sas City and said he was a “con 
man.” The man held with him 
identified himself as David I. Block 


fof Cleveland, a dealer in fake furs 


and rugs. Both denied the accusa- 
tions of the tavern keepers. 

Block was arrested last night 
when seated in a parked automo- 
bile at Olive and Whittier streets. 
In his pocket was a key to a room 
in a Delmar boulevard hotel, where 
police later arrested Ballew. 

The tavern keepers, whose names 
were not disclosed, related, Lieut. 
Albert Bean said, that Ballew and 
Block told them they “had a good 
thing” and intended to get every 
handbook shop proprietor and sa- 
loon keeper in St. Louis to come in. 
Their service would be insurance 
against the crime investigation of 
Attorney-General McKittrick, they 
were said to have promised. 

The former convicts were quoted 
as saying the payments would give 
protection against police raids or 
action by the Excise Commission- 
er’s office, and that “cards, dice or 
anything else will go.” 

Tavern Owners Won’t Prosecute,. 

Bean said the tavern owners told 
him they had not paid money to the 
two and did not care to prosecute. 

In the hotel room where Ballew 
was arrested, police found a brief 
case containing several worn appli- 
cation forms for membership in the 
“Capitol Mutual Association” of Jef 
ferson City. Ballew and Block said 
the papers and the. brief case did 
not belong to them and they didn't 
know how they came to be in the 
room, 

Ballew, police records show, was 
sentenced in Cole County in Decem- 
ber, 1932, to a two-year term in the 
penitentiary for forgery. He was 
paroled, but in 1934 the parole was 
revoked, Block said he had served 
a term in the reformatory at Mans-

When Leo Brothers, St. Louis 
gangster convicted in Chicago of 
the murder of Reporter Alfred 
(Jake) Lingle, is released from Jol- 
iet penitentiary early in June, a 10- 
year-old St. Louis labor racket mur- 
der case will again be before the po- 
lice and the Circuit Attorney here. 

The murder of John de Blasi in 
1929, for which Brothers is under 
indictment, was an incident in the 
stormy birth of the Service Car 
Drivers’ Union. The union is an 
affiliate of the Teamsters’ Joint 
Council, connnected in police inves- 
tigations with a succession of bomb- 
ings, fires and murders still offi- 
cially unsolved. One of the mur- 
ders, that of Gus Buselaki in 1931, 
resulted from a split in the service 
car organization. 

Present. officers of Service Car 
Drivers’ Local 408 include William 
H. ¢Whitey) Shubert, secretary and 
one of the original organizers, and 
Timothy R. (Ted) Cronin, business 
agent. Each receives $50 a week 
salary and $55 a month expenses. 

Shubert and Cronin are two of 
the officers of Parkalot, Inc., term- 
inal at Levee and Locust street, 
where service car drivers are re- 
quired to buy their gasoline, and 
which sells 2,800,000 gallons a year 
to the service car and truck driv- 
ers, at 1 cent a gallon less than 
filling station prices. Another of 
the officers of Parkalot is Law- 
rence Catanzaro, known also as 
Lawrence Camie, business agent of 
Chauffeurs’ Local 600, composed of 
building material and oil truck driv- 
ers. 

Killing of De Blasi. 

John de Blasi, 18-year-old serv- 
ice car driver, was shot to death 
in an alley near Kingshighway and 
Delmar boulevard Aug. 2, 1929. The 
indictment of Brothers was voted 
soon afterward, and is valid as 
long as the accused man lives, 

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that, before Brothers’ release from 
Joliet in June, he would have his 
assistants check up the evidence 
and witnesses in the De Blasi mur- 
der case, with a view to prosecuting 
Brothers under the indictment. 
Brothers’ arrest, at the door of the 
Iltinois prison, will be a matter of 
pol‘ce routine. 

De Blasi was one of several who 
withdrew from the Service Car 
Drivers’ Union because of demands 
for money which they considered 
excessive, and formed an organiza- 
tion of their own, with lower dues. 

Another driver, John Prosperito, 
testified at the Coroner’s inquest 
that Leo Brothers, known to him 
as a “red hot,” who had been “on 
the racket,” squeezing service car 
men, shot De Blasi. Prosperito 
said he was riding with De Blasi in 
a borrowed car, after De Flasi’s car 
had been put out of service tempo- 
rarily by a stench bomb thrown 
into it. 

Earlier in the day, Prosperito 
testified, Brothers tore a service 
car sign off De Blasi’s car at the 
downtown loop. He said Brothers 
followed De Blasi on several trips, 
and that at 6:45 p. m., in an alley 
behind De Blasi’s home, 5051 Del- 
mar boulevard, Brothers and two 
other men drove up as De Blasi 
and Prosperito were getting out of 
the borrowed car. 

Tellg of Shooting. 

“Brothers jumped out with a re- 
volver in his hand, cursed John an: 
began to shoot,” the witness said. 
“I dropped behind the car. De 
Blasi was not armed, and had no 
chance for his life. I had known 
Brothe: : three months, and couldn't 
be mistaken about his being the 
man.” 

Another witness of the shooting 
was De Blasi’s sister, Minnie de 
Blasi, who saw the killer, holding 
his revolver, jump on the running 
board of a car in which were two 
men. She did not know Brothers. 

Brothers was not found in the 
subsequent police search. In June, 
1930, after Lingle, Chicago Tribune 
reporter with underworld financial 
connections, was shot to death in 
a pedestrian tunnel under Michi- 
gan boulevard, Brothers was ar- 
rested. At his trial in April, 1931, 
one of the jurors, disagreeing with 
the others, held out for 27 hours 
and finally consented to a verdict

ROME, Feb. 2.—Virginio Gayda, 
authoritative Fascist editor, wrote 
today that if President Roosevelt 
extended the American frontier to 
Europe, Germany and Italy must 
extend their defenses to the Pan 
ama Canal. The Fascist press ac- 
cused the President of attempting 
to provoke a world war to destroy 
totalitarian states. 

Withering attacks on a state- 
ment attributed to the President 
—that the United States’ frontier 
is in France—burst simultaneously 
in the late editions of all afternoon 


papers. 
Gayda, regarded as Premier Mus- 


solini’s mouthpiece, asserted in II 


Giornale D’Italia that “these dec- 
larations” appeared to be “premed- 
itated acts of open provocation to 
war.” 

Gayda and other commentator» 
said the President had dealt a blow 
to British Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain’s policy of pacification and the 
efforts of Mussolini and Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler for peace. 

Premier Mussolini’s newspaper, Il 
Popolo d'Italia, at Milan, in a 
brief and apparently inspired edi- 
torial, said Gen. Giraud’s as- 
surance at Metz, on the strength 
of France’s' Maginot Line and 
the French army, evidently “made 
an immediate and favorable im- 
pression in America. It is under- 
standable that having to select a 
frontier, the United States chose 
that which, according to them, of- 
fers the best guarantee of stabil- 
ity and safety.” 

“No one wonders at President 
Roosevelt’s statement,” the Popolo 
d'Italia article went on, “France is 
a country providing most frontiers. 
Czecho-Slovakia’s frontiers were in 
France before Munich, and their 
end is known. Those of Barcelona 
also were there, and what will be 
their end also is known. So there 
is room for frontiers of the United 
States.” : 

The Fascist press today seized 
on former President Herbert Hoov- 
er’s Chicago speech as evidence of 
strong opposition in the United 
States to what it called a “bomb 
hurled to sabotage efforts at Euro- 
pean conciliation.” 

“The bellicose proposals of Roose- 
velt are causing alarm in the 
United States and there is bitter 
criticism of presidential policy,” 
Il Lavoro Fascista said. 

This newspaper asked if the 
President’s reputed remarks were 
“sales talk” to sell airplanes and 
armaments to France. It con- 
tinued: 

“Buy our arms which are natur- 
ally the best in the world—this 
would be the gist of the presidential 
oratory according to the views of 
Berlin and London—pay well for 
them in gold if possible and use 
them in a good European war 
which will permit us to continue to 
furnish them at prices which we 
guarantee to meet all competition. 
During this war while your soldiers 
gloriously kill one another we will 
applaud you and give you our mor- 
al support.” 


Hitler’s and Goebbels’ Papers De- 
nounce Roosevelt.

The revaluation yestetday of the 
Bank of England gold reserve, cre- 
ating about £100,000,000 sterling 
($467,600,000) in “profits,” in effect 
placed that additional amount of 
gold at the disposal of the exchange 
equalization account and gave the 
British Treasury a potential cash 
reserve. 

The authorities stressed that the 
révaluation had no effect on the 
current banking or monetary pol- 
icy. This was borne out by the 
open market price of gold, which 
remained unchanged at 148 shill 
ings 7% pence an ounce. 

But future possibilities were lim- 
itless. 

Raising of Statutory Price. 

The Bank of England held gold 
worth £126,000,000 ($589,176,000) at 
a statutory valuation of 84 shillings 
10% pence an ounce, but the statu- 
tory price will be raised to the cur- 
rent market price when a bill in- 
troduced yesterday in Parliament 
becomes law. 

That will increase the bank's gold 
to a value of around £226,000,000 
($1,056,776,000). 

At the same time the backing 
for currency will be adjusted so 
that £226,000,000 will be backed 
nominally by gold and £300,000,000 
($1,402,800,000)—called the fiduciary 
issue—will be backed by various 
government securities. 

Bank notes issued by the Bank 
of England now total £526,000,000 
($2,460,000,000) and the amount will 
remain unchanged. 

The Equalization Account. 

The exchange equalization ac- 
count, founded to protect the pound 
sterling from violent changes in 
the foreign exchange market, now 
has around £450,000,000 ($2,104,200,- 
000) in gold for defense of the cur- 
reney. is gold is valued at the 
current market price. 

At any time it can call on the 
Bank of England's gold to help, 
The bank now has £226,000,000, com- 
pared with £126,000,000 previously, 
which can be made available if 
necessary for the account. In ef- 
fect, the equalization fund will have 
the formidable total of about £676,- 
000,000 ($3,160,976,000) of gold re- 
serves, 

This serves as a warning to any 
adversary in a trade war against 
attacking the value of the pound 
sterling. 

Still further in the future stand 
these possibilities: 

1. Formal devaluation of the 
pound sterling to around 57 per 
cent of its present theoretical gold 
value. That simply would mean 
bringing it into line with its pres- 
| ent actual value and would not 
£ alter its purchasing power in world 
markets. 

2. This would. represent, how- 
eyer, a major step toward possible 
eventual legal sta on of the 
pound sterling in relation to world 
-. currencies, including the dollar

He frankly acknowledged that 
panic had shaken the civilian pop- 
ulation and armed forces in the 
last week, before and after the fall 
of Barcelona, but said the Govern- 
ment had taken measures to end 
the panic which was attributed 
largely to “organized lies and 
rumors” spread by insurgent sym- 
pathizers. 

New Defense Line Built. 
“We will fix a line the enemy 
cannot pass, and on that line they 
will break their advance,” Negrin 
declared. “Our line is now being 
fixed. I saw it myself yesterday. 
“Men are fighting to the death. 
We must fight the enemy until 
we lose the last inch of Catalonian 
territory. This means prolonga- 
tion of the war with all its conse- 
quences.

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BARTENDER KILLED 
BY SHOT FIRED IN

Joseph Barraco Struck by 
Bullet After Two Negroes

‘Joseph Barraco, bartender in a 
tavern at 1600 Wash street, was 
killed yesterday afternoon when he 
was struck by a bullet fired in a 
fight between two Negroes in the 
tavern. 

Barraco was standing behind the 
bar when the two men, who had 


been fighting upstairs in quarters 
used as a clubroom by Negroes in 
the neighborhood, ran into the tav- 
ern, the one firing a pistol at the 
other. He was struck in the right 
side by one of the bullets and was 
pronounced dead at City Hospital. 

The Negroes, both of whom were 
shot and cut in the fight, said they 
were Rufus Robinson, 29 years old, 
living in the 4300 block of Kennerly 
avenue, and Ray Wolf, 32, living in 
the 4400 block of Maffitt avenue. 
Robinson admitted, police said, that 
he fired the shots in the tavern. 

One Man’s Story of Fight. 

Robinson’s account of the fight, 
police said, was that it began at a 
dice game in a shed in the neigh- 
borhood, when he struck Wolf for 
refusing to give him 30 cents in 
change that was due him. Wolf 
departed, Robinson said, and re- 
turned with a shotgun, which he 
fired at Robinson as Robinson left 
the building. 

Some of the pellets, Robinson 
said, struck him in the face. He then 
went home for his razor and fol- 
lowed Wolf to the rooms above the 
tavern, where he said Wolf was 
boasting to friends about the in- 
cident. He struck Wolf again, he 
said, and Wolf drew a revolver 
and fired a shot which struck him 
in the shoulder. 

“I cut him with my razor and 
he dropped his gun,” Robinson con- 
tinued. “I grabbed it and chased 
him. I followed him outside and 
then into the tavern and fired at 
him.” Robinson said he did not 
know that Barraco had been struck 
by one of the bullets. 

Other Man’s Account. 

Wolf's account, police said, was 
that Robinson followed him to the 
clubrooms with a razor because he 
refused to lend Robinson $5. Rob- 
inson slashed him on ‘the face, 
breaking the handle of the razor, 
Wolf said, and then drew a re- 
volver. 

“IT ran downstairs into the tav- 
ern and he fired two shots at me,” 
Wolf said. “I ran outside and as 
he followed I ran back into the 
tavern and crouched behind the 
bar. He fired some more.” 

Wolf was still in the tavern, suf- 
fering from bullet wounds in both 
hands and the right side and cut 
on the face and scalp, when police 
arrived. Robinson, arrested later 
at the nearby home of a relative, 
was shot in the left shoulder and 
left side of the face and cut on the 
left hand. Both are in serious con- 
dition at Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital. 

A Coroner’s jury today returned 
a verdict of homicide, naming 
Robinson as the one who fired the 
fatal shot. Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney Herman D. Olian said Robin- 
son would be held for murder and 
Wolf for assault with intent to kill, 
with the case going to the grand 
jury next Thursday.

BAXTER L. BROWN OPPOSES

The Governor, in a letter written 
to McMahon yesterday, took ex- 
ception to the statement his sym-

“I want you to know that, while 
I did not at any time question your 
sincerity, I have never given you, 
or anyone else, any basis for the 
impression that, as you stated in 
your letter to me, my ‘sympathies 
are largely dry,’ the Governor said.

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Disputes Hitler’s Denial 0” Act- 
ing Against Anyone for 
Religious Views Alone. 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, Feb. 2.—The 
Vatican newspaper L’Osservatore 
Romano today disputed Adolf FAt- 
ler’s denial of religious persecu- 
tion in Germany with a list of 
grievances which it said were de- 
plored and protested. 

The newspaper said whether the 
church was persecuted by Nazis de- 
pended on what was meant by per- 
secution. 

Hitler’s words insisting that 
churchmen must refrain from any 
conflict with Naziism were said by 
the newspaper to raise the ques- 
tion whether the Reichsfuehrer 
meant to deprive the church of 
such liberties as it enjoys in the 
United States and France. 

In such a case, separation of 
church from state in Germany 
“would produce a new and more 
unjust form: of persecution,” the 
paper said. 

Five Grievances Listed. 


Grieyances listed by L’Osserva- 
tore were: (1) the prohibition it 
said had been placed on free prac- 
tice of religion in Germany; (2) 
the “almost theatrical” trials of 
clergy; (3) dissolution of Catholic 
action, the Catholic lay organiza- 
tion; (4) Nazi marriage legislation 
“contrary to the sanctity of Chris- 
tian marriage;” (5) abolition of con- 
fessional schools, removal of cruci- 
fixes from schools and limitation 
of instruction to “what does not 
contradict principles of Nazi doc- 
trines.” 

The paper accused Hitler of “a 
campaign of apostasy.” 

“The extreme point of this per- 
secution, which does not close 
churches and up to a short time 
ago declared it had not touched a 
hair of a priest, tends to leave the 
open churches empty and not only 
makes a priest useless but also 
makes it useless to touch one of 
his hairs,” the paper asserted. 

Germans were said by L’Osserva- 
tore to be asked their religious be- 
liefs in such a manner as to make 
Catholics feel themselves “foreign- 
ers” and “relics in all connections 
with the new life.” It continued: 

“Finally there are the concentra- 
tion camps and prisons themselves. 
There one finds even those who 
dare to consider all this not repres- 
sion of religious politics,’ but a 
true and actual battle against re- 
| ligien,”’ 


Reference to Concordat. 

L’Osservatore said that determin- 
ing whether there is persecution 
resolved itself into the question of 
whether persecution means only 
“when one lets loose with fire and 
sword or with other forms and 
measures Of material violence, or 
rather when one obstructs the life 
of the church, fights it and injures 
it through the very pacts spon- 
taneously promoted and freely 
signed by the state.” 

The latter was an apparent ref- 
erence to the German-Vatican con- 
cordat of 1934 which defined the/ 
status of Catholic organizations 
in Germany. 

“Nobody can deny that this is 
the situation in Germany today,” 
said L’Osservatore, “and it is for 
this that the church laments and 
for this it raises its voice in dep- 
recation and protest.” 

(In his Reichstag speech Monday 
night Hitler said “No one in Ger- 
many has hitherto been persecuted 
for his religious views only, nor 
will anyone be persecuted on that 
account,”’)

A few years after Hamilton made 
that statement, President Washing- 
ton nominated a naval officer who 
had not been approved by the Sen- 
ators from Georgia. The Senate re- 
jected the nomination. The Presi- 
dent replied with a message de- 
fending his choice, but even Wash- 
ington could not lick the Senate. He 
wound up by making another nom- 
ination. 

John Adams and James Madison 
also were compelled in the same 
way to listen to Senatorial pref- 
erences about nominations for jobs 
in their states. 

Out of these early victories grew 
up the practice and phrase of 
“Senatorial courtesy” in regard to 
appointments. The Senate itself 
does not suggest nominations, but 
under this custom, it expects the 
President to liste- ~- Senators of 
his own party in naming the of- 
fice-holders in the states from 
which these Senators come.

10 to 25 Per Cent Reduction in Pay 
Not Fixed by Constitution 
Sought in BIlIL

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 2.—A 
graduated schedule of reductions in 
salaries of all State officials and 
employes receiving $1800 or more 
a year, except those fixed by the

While French 
for a border truce to avert a Span- 
ish Government retreat into France, 
the Spanish insurgents reported at 
noon today they had occupied the 
pivotal town of Berga. 

Berga is 23 miles south of Puig- 
cerda, a Catalonian border town 
and gateway into France, but con- 
nected with it only by a circuitous 
highway linked witha principal in- 
land road to the border just above 
Ripoll. 

With the insurgent campaign 
shoving Government forces north 
toward the border, French troop re- 
inforcements were moving up from 
the other side to block by force, if 
necessary, the threatened Govern- 
ment stampede into France. 

Three battalions arrived at Per- 
pignan from Central France, and 
officers came from a dozen regi- 
ments to prepare the way for 
thousands of additional men. 
Although official figures were 
withheld, France’s present frontier 
force was understood to number 
10,000, with a total of 50,000 ready 
to cover the border if the Spanish 
Government’s Catalonian forces at- 
tempt to cross into France . with 
their arms. 

Would Halt Fighting at Border. 
Negotiations were said by in- 
formed sources to have been started 
directly with the Spanish Govern- 
ment and indirectly with the insur- 
gents, through Great Britain, to 
halt the fighting if it comes much 
closer to the French frontier. 
French authorities considered the 
border truce idea a solution which 
might be acceptable both to Gen. 
Francisco Franco and the Spanish 
Government. 

If Franco’s troops conquer Ge- 
rona Province, border sources said, 
the Spanish Government’s chances 
of holding out in Catalonia will fall 
from their present low to almost 
zero. In that event it was hoped 
the Government, now at Figueras, 
would give up the one-sided strug- 
gle in Catalonia and leave for Cen- 
tral Spain with what fighting men 
it could take by sea. 

Once the Government has gone, 
French sources said, Franco might 
agree to a truce not only to per- 
mit the orderly evacuation of non- 
combatants into France, but also 
to give the remaining soldiers a 
chance to surrender with their 
arms rather than take them across 
the border. 

Such a truce would leave a band 
of territory running along the Pyre- 
nees and foothills from Puigcerda 


to 30 miles wide. 
France Would Supply Food. 


This area would be supplied with 
food from France for an agreed 
period before occupation by the in- 
surgents. 

Interior Minister Albert Sarraut 
and Minister of Health Marc Ru- 
cart left for Paris after inspecting 
the border area, where latest 
French estimates placed at 45,000 
the number of refugees who had 
entered France since the fall of 
Barcelona. In addition to these, 
10,000 deserters from the Spanish 
Government army were said to 
have crossed the border. 

It was thought that negotiations 
for the truce depended on the out- 
come of the battle now raging 
about midway along the 80-mile 
line between Barcelona and the 
French frontier. 


Insurgents Capture Vich. 
Insurgent dispatches reported the 
offensive, which started Dec. 23, 
was proceeding rapidly up the coast 
from, Barcelona, an important 
development being the capture 
yesterday of the town of Vich, main 
highway junction point in the heart 


north of Barcelona.

One of the questions put to these

The companies are asked to out- 
line their policies relative to the 
apportionment between stockholders 
and policy owners of funds <avail- 
able for dividends, and also the 
precise method used in calculating 
dividends. A statement is required 
of assets and liabilities, income and 
disbursements, covering the years 
1929 to 1938, inclusive; and elso, 
for 1932-39, a list of all bond hold- 
ings in default or below rating. 
Another section of the question- 
naire asks for detailed information 
pertaining to real estate sold under 
contract or foreclosure, urban and 
rural real estate owned by insur- 
ance companies and the amount 
of funds invested in housing proj- 
ects,

The Class 1 carriers had net railway 
operating income of $49,373,177 in Decem- 
ber compared with $25,994,857 in Decem- 
ber. 1937, and $48,505,431 in December, 
1930. 

The 1938 December income was at an 
annua] rate of return of 2.67 per cent on 
property investment com ar with 1.41 
per cent in December, 1937, and 3.06 per 
cent in December, 1930. 

The Association said its compilation of 
earnings in 1938 was based on reports 
from 137 carriers representing a total of 
234,000 miles. 

Gross operating revenues in 1938 totaled 
$3.565,490,.883 compared with $4,166,068,- 
601 in 1937 and $5,280,234,535 in 1930. 

Operating expenses in 1938 amounted te 
$2.722,228,767 compared with $3,119,064,. 
932 in 1937 and $3,951,043,991 tn 1930. 

Class 1 carriers in 1938 had a tax bill 
of $340,779.784 compared with $325.665,- 
199 in 1937 and $348,536,962 in 1930. 

The Association said 30 Class 1 railroads 
failed to earn expenses and taxes in 1958, 
Twelve of these were in the Eastern dis- 
trict, four in the Southern district and 14 
in the Western district.

“Regardless of all other consid- 
erations, the ultimate controlling 
fact is that whatever plan is ap 
proved by the commission must re- 
ceive the favorable vote of secur- 
ity holders before it can be made 
effective. ... 
“The debtors’ modified plan is 
the only plan that has been devised 
during the six years of these pro- 
ceedings upon which there is any 
kind of general agreement among 
the parties.” 
The reply brief urged that pres- 
ent stockholders be issued warrants 
for the purchase of stock in the 
reorganized company. It said the 
value of the property justified par- 
ticipation of present stockholders 
in the new company. 
Examiner R, H. Jewell has pre- 
pared a proposed plan of reorgan- 
ization which would eliminate pres- 
ent stockholders from participation 
in the reorganized company,

Both of Latest Acquisitions by Frenchman 
And Spaniard Are Hung in the 


Room. 


Purchase of a painting by the 
Spaniard Pablo Picasso, recognized 
as one of the greatest of living 
painters, was announced today by 
the City Art Museum together with 
the purchase of a portrait by J. 

C. Corot, nineteenth century 
French artist. 

The Picasso, entitled “The 
Mother,” was painted in 1901 when 
the artist was 20 years old and 
before he moved to Paris to be- 
come the bad boy of modern paint- 
ing. Done in strong brush strokes, 
it shows a woman carrying a baby 
on one arm and leading a young 
child. 

It was bought from the Valen- 
tine Gallery in New York for 
$12,000 and now hangs in the 
French Room next to the mu- 
seum’s only Van Gogh. 

“The Mother” shows the influ- 
ences of Van Gogh, Cezanne, Dau- 
mier, and Gayguin on the young 
Picasso, but it is unmistakably an 
individual work. It has simplicity 
and power and a great expressive- 
ness in the face of the mother. 

The Corot, small and delicate, is 


to his landscapes, the body of his 


entitled “Girl With a Mandolin,” 
and is one of those figure paint- 
ings for which Corot received little 
credit during his lifetime but 
which now constitute, in contrast

“Girl With a Mandolin” was 
bought from Wildenstein & Co., 
New York, for $14,000 and also 
hangs in the French Room, which 
contains another of Corot’s paint- 
ings, “The Beach at Etretat.”

Atkin, an expert in foreign ex- 
change, and Mitchell, a specialist 
in foreign and domestic credits, 
have been managers in the Morgan 
concern since 1931. 

Both are Canadian-born—Atkin 
at Springfield, Ont., and Mitchell 
at Hamilton, Ont.—and both start- 
ed to work for the firm in 1925.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 2.— 
Efforts to obtain a secret ballot in 
Missouri, frustrated in the last Leg- 
islature by Democratic Senators in 
control of the Committee on Elec- 
tions, were renewed today by Sen- 
ator George A. Rozier (Rep.), of 
Perryville, who introduced a reso- 
lution for the submission of a con- 
stitutional amendment at the 1940 
election to prohibit numbers or 
other identifying marks on ballots. 

Senator Rozier said that experi- 
ences of several recent elections in 
Missouri had been that many thou- 
sand voters were prevented from 
voting as they desired because they 
knew that under the present sys- 
tem of numbered ballots their votes 
could be checked, and they or mem- 
bers of their families would be 
dropped from governmental pay- 
rolis or denied assistance they had 
been receiving from Government 
agencies, 

In preparing the amendment, 
Rozier provided for the correction 
of deficiency in the Constitution, 
which has made impossible con- 
tests of bond issue elections, by in- 
cluding authorization for opening 
ballot boxes in such contests, as 
well as in contests between candi- 
dates for office, in grand jury in- 
vestigations and in criminal and 


civil trials. 


Similar Proposal Beaten.

By all means, the country should have the facts. 
Some of them—possibly all of them of any signifi- 
cance—are already available. The French have come 
to the United States to buy airplanes, just as the 
British did some time ago. Since neither France 
nor Britain is at war, our manufacturers are at lib- 
erty to sell planes, provided cash is paid for them. 
There is nothing in the Neutrality Act to the con- 
trary. 
contrary. The President has given assurance that no 
military secrets are involved in the sales. 
Up until July 1 of last year, our airplane compa- 
nies were sending airplanes to Japan—fighting air- 
planes with which to subdue the Chinese. On that 
date, all but one of the companies, at the request of 
Secretary Hull, voluntarily agreed to refuse further 
shipments. Secretary Hull acted under no law. He 
was merely voicing the sentiment of the American 
people against the use of American planes to kill 
Chinese non-combatants. A short time ago, the one 
company which declined last summer to enter the 
agreement signified its willingness to do so. 
There was no hue and cry in the Senate over the 
sale of planes to Japan, even though they were for 
immediate combatant use. There was no panic, real 
or simulated, about revealing military secrets. There 
was no hue and cry about recent sales to the British. 
Why is such alarm being voiced over the sales of 
planes to France? 
Apparently, it is because Mr. Roosevelt is sup- 
posed to have approved the sales in pursuance of 
a policy to sell arms to the democratic countries so 
they may be strengthened in the event of a war with 
the dictatorships. This is a very great question 
and it is one that should be discussed fully and 
gravely, both in the United States Senate and else- 
where, not from any sense of political partisanship, 
but from a sense of the highest patriotism. 
First, to clear the air the President himself should 
make a statement to the people. He should do so in 
any case. But the need for doing so is aggravated by 
the rumors that have emanated from the White 
House conference with the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee. 
Some of these rumors have been played up dramat- 
ically in the foreign press. Some French news- 
papers are reported as jubilant over what the Presi- 
dent is supposed to have said. Others, like L’In- 
transigeant, counsel caution. L’Intransigeant says: 
“Let us not be in too much of a hurry to believe 
in the absolute authenticity of these words, for they 
were pronounced behind closed doors.” The Ger- 
man newspapers, of course, are accusing America 
of warlike intentions. 
This turmoil of gossip, which is likely to grow 
more fantastic, the President can stifle by a frank 
statement of his intentions. Meanwhile there is no 
cause for alarm. There is every reason to discount 
criticisms of our alleged new foreign policy made by 
partisans who are interested chiefly in making cap- 
ital for themselves. There is every reason to with- 
hold judgment until the basis for judgment consists 
of something other than anonymous whispering.

the railroads. The old order is dead. As chairman 
of the Senate’s Interstate Commerce Committee, 
Senator Wheeler has preached the funeral sermon 
on the discredited practice of railroad financing. 

Mr. Wheeler speaks with specialized knowledge of 
that practice, which he gained from an investi- 
gation he personally. conducted. For readers of the 
Post-Dispatch, it will suffice to recall just one in- 
stance of that inquiry—the fantastic operations of 
the Van Sweringen brothers in getting control of 
the Missouri Pacific. As events buzzed on, from 
complication to complication, through the impossible 
tangle of paper devices, Wheeler threw up his hands 
in dizzy despair. The testimony was no recital of 
a business transaction. It was a tale from the 
Arabian Nights. And now farewell to the caliphs 
and our transportation caliphates. 

In the first report he has submitted of his investi- 
gation, Chairman Wheeler rejects plans for reor- 
ganization submitted by the Missouri Pacific and 
the Wabash. He dismissed them as mere makeshifts 
that would adversely affect “all shippers, all the 
workers they employ, and all the industries that 
supply them with materials.” He crushingly charac- 
terizes them as “harbingers of new insolvencies.” 
And his judgment is supported by the devious, trou- 
bled and repeated history of the railroads. 

No more jugglery, no more re-painted and seem- 
ingly re-furnished set-ups, with the same old dum- 
mies sitting around the directors’ tables, with the 
same old interests in control. In blunt words, Chair- 
man Wheeler is proposing an honest reorganization 
of every railroad that has gone broke. The news 
may be bad, but the realities must be faced. It is 
a truism, of course, that a railroad in receivership 
is a bankrupt property, and reorganization must now 
follow the Spartan way of liquidation. What does 
that mean? It means, in the cases of the Missouri 
Pacific and Wabash, “the probable elimination of 
all the present common stockholders in both roads, 
and of all, or nearly all, the present preferred and 
unsecured bonds in the Missouri Pacific.” That may 
be rough treatment, but, as the Wheeler report points 
out, those securities are now worthless, and their 
owners have no equity, unless the assets, after cred- 
itors were paid and prior liens met, still carried 
something of value.

HE island of Guam has been described 
T» the British naval critic, Hector C. 
Bywater, as “unique, commanding and 
of supreme importance—the veritable key of 
the Pacific.” Strategically speaking, this is 
not far from the truth—from the standpoint 
of an American policy determined to defend 
our position in the Philippines or, in the 
larger sense, to prevent Japanese expansion 
southward and the erection of a Japanese 
maritime empire in the vast concourse of 
islands between Japan and Australia. 

In the matter of position, Guam has both 
advantages and disadvantages, If sufficient- 
ly strong, it could provide the American 
fleet with an excellent point of support for 
operations in the Western Pacific. It is 
about 3400 miles from Hawaii and 1500 
miles from Manila. The long jump from 
Hawaii is filled in by two other small is- 
lands, Midway and Wake, spaced about 
equally over the intervening sea. 

If this line of communications could be 


maintained and if Guam could be so forti- 
fied as to resist initial attack, the operating 
radius of our fleet would be very consider- 
ably extended. It is not too much to say 
that an American fleet based on Guam 
could exercise such pressure against Japan’s 
exterior communications as to compel the 
Japanese either to yield, or to bring their 
fleet out to fight. Any Japanese movement

All the questions which 
trouble us, whether it be the fortifi-

pinned down by their potential ene- 
mies. 

This gives us a security which is 
unique. Where other nations may

even be challenged.

Does it not follow that the whole 
object of American foreign policy 
must be to preserve this unique 
security’? Is there anyone who will 
dispute that? Is this not the touch- 
stone by which every question of 
foreign policy and of armaments 
must be decided? I feel sure that 
in the last analysis it is the preser- 
vation of this invulnerable security 

at Americans are primarily in- 
terested in, and not in the China 
trade, not in any quixotic desire to 
uphold treaties that the Europeans 
and the Asiatics are breaking or 
abandoning, not in their ideological 
sympathy, not in cultural or an- 
cestral memories and certainly not 
in any imperial ambition of their 
own.

We have two choices, and the 
critical problem of our foreign pol- 
icy is to decide which is the bet- 
ter choice. The one is to wait 
and see, and then if the Japanese 
succeed in Asia and the Germans 
and Italians overwhelm the Brit- 
ish and French in Europe, to 
take whatever measures we then 
think necessary to build a navy 
which can defend our interest in 
both oceans at once. This, s0 
far as I understand it, is the pol- 
icy of a man like Senator Clark. 

It is a possible policy. It may be 
that the dangers which so many 
fear will not develop, that Hitler 
will not try to become the master 
of Europe, that he will not trouble 
us in this hemisphere or, if he does, 
that the British and French will 
be able to hold him safely within 
bounds. It may be that one ought 
not to try to look ahead and pre- 
pare for possible dangers that may 
never become actual ones. But 
granting all that for the sake of 
the argument, it cannot be denied, 
I think, that if the worst happened 
in Europe and in Asia, we should 
have to build a much greater navy, 
that is to say a two-ocean navy.

The other course is to take meas- 

ures to forestall the devélopment of 
a situation that would really threat- 
en us. That is why the navy wants 
to fortify Guam. It is the cheapest 
way of enabling the fleet to pro- 
tect American vital interests in the 
Pacific without constructing many 
more warships. That is why the 
President has helped France to buy 
airplanes. If France has enough 
airplanes, the chances of her being 
destroyed and conquered are very 
small. That is why he would like 
to return to the old rules of neu- 
trality. If it were clear now that 
the British and French could get 
arms here, the chances of war in 
Europe would be materially _re- 
duced. For Britain and France 
will not be attacked unless it ap- 
pears that they are sure to be de- 
feated. 
There are risks in this policy. 
ere are the risks of entangle- 
ment. There are the risks of rep- 
risal. The question is whether the 
risks of trying to make war less 
likely are as grave as would be 
the consequences of a war in which 
the British navy and the French 
army might be defeated, and could 
no’ longer keep Germany and Italy 
out of the Atlantic Ocean. 


In weighing the two policies, let 
us remember this cardinal consid- 
eration. It will be better to adopt 
either one and follow it out reso- 
lutely, than to hesitate and to quar- 
rel among ourselves. If we want to 
wait and see, refusing all support 
to the British and French, then, if 
they fall, we must be prepared to 
arm ourselves on a standard of na- 
val defense, not in one ocean as 
now, but in the two oceans simul- 
taneously. If we want to avoid 
that, and yet to preserve the secur- 
ity we now enjoy, then we should 
let the British and French obtain 
arms in this country. 

It is a hard choice. But this is a 
hard time in the affairs of man- 
kind. Either choice is possible. Both 
involve risks. But not to make the 
choice clearly and promptly and 
unanimously is much more danger- 
ous than either policy in itself. For 
if we do a little of the one and a 
little of the other, we shall incur 
all the dangers and get none of the 
advantages.

Afterward he held a corresponding 
position with the Platt & Thorn- 
burgh Paint Co., until, in 1901, he 
joined in a manufacturing firm, 
the Becker-Moore Paint Co. 

Merged Paint Firms. 

Following the death of his part- 
ner, William E. Becker, in the Mis- 
souri Athetic Club fire in 1914, he 
merged the business with that of 
his brother, the late Benjamin 
Moore. He operated a large fac- 
tory for Benjamin Moore & Co, at 
1630 South Second street and was 
a stockholder in this corporation, 
which has headquarters in New 
York. 

In 1920 he was president of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association and previously he was 
president of the St. Louis Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Club. 

A Republican, he was appointed 
to a vacancy on the Police Board 
in January, 1922, by Gov. Arthur 
M. Hyde. Several weeks later Vic- 
tor J. Miller, president of the board 
and later Mayor, made charges of 
immorality: among students of a 
public high school. Mr. Moore, who 
acted as vice-president of the board 
throughout his incumbency, took a 
neutral attitude in the controversy, 
which resulted in the removal of 
Miller. The other members served 
until 1925. 


On City Bond Committee. 


He was a member of a citizens’ 
committee which supervised expen- 
ditures under the 1920 city bond 
issue; chairman of a business men’s 
committee which attacked a Demo- 
cratic referendum movement aimed 
against departmental consolidation 
measures of Gov. Hyde, and presi- 
dent at one time of the Business 
Men’s Association of South St. 
Louis. He also had served as presi- 
dent of the board of stewards of 
Centenary Methodist Church and 
superintendent of the Sunday 
school. 

A heavy contributgr to the funds 
of Centenary Church, he often was 
counted on to “make up the differ- 
ence” when the budget would not 
balance. In church meetings he 
attributed his financial success to 
the fact that he started the practice 
of tithing, or giving a tenth of his 
income to the church, as a boy in 
Ireland and continued it all his life. 

Surviving are Mrs. Moore, a son, 
Richard Moore Jr., of Webster 
Groves; two daughters, Miss Flor- 
ence Moore of St. Louis and Mrs. 
J. E. Smadel of New York; two 
brothers, Fred Moore of Toronto, 
Ont., and C. C. Moore of Montclair,

spected and passed” by Federal ex- 
perts to signify its wholesomeness 
and its compliance with certain 
health standards. 

In the year just closed the Fed- 
eral Government supervised the 
slaughter of nearly 70 million food 
animals, cattle, hogs, sheep and 
goats, in some 300 meat establish- 


iments in 252 cities and towns. This 


was about two out of every three 
of these animals killed for food 
throughout the nation, according to 
In addition, 
there was inspection at about 400 
meat processing plants that do not 
slaughter. 

Required by Law. 


Federal meat inspection is re- 
quired by law in every establish- 
ment that slaughters animals or 
processes meats and ships any part 
of its output across state lines. But 
there is no Federal supervision for 
farmers who slaughter their own 
nor 
for meat plants that sell all they 
produce “locally,” that is, inside 
the boundaries of the same state.

Inspection Rigorous. 


The meat inspection service 
passes on labels as well as what 
goes into the package, the design 
as well as the wording. Mislead- 
ing statements and pictures, as 
well as false claims, are ruled out. 
The label must tell exactly what 
is in the can or package. “Pure 
pork,” for instance, must. be nothing 
else, and if sausage contains the 
cereal or dried milk permitted by 
law, the label must tell this plainly. 
The use of the round purple 
stamp is confined to such products 
as sausages, fresh, frozen and some 
cured meats. Sometimes the stamp 
design is burned into smoked meats. 
For products packed in boxes or 
cans, the words of the stamp ap- 
pear in full on the label, “U. S. 
Inspected and Passed by Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.” 

The purple stamping fluid used 
was chosen for its harmlessness, 
and this mark of wholesomeness 
may as well be left on the meat 
until serving time. But if you ob- 
ject to the looks of the purple 
circle, shave it off carefully with 
a sharp knife.

Poultry is also inspected for 
cleanliness and freedom from dis- 
ease under the supervision of an- 
other branch of the Department of 
Agriculture, the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics. The service 
was established because poultry 
canners and dealers asked for it 
and were willing to pay the price. 
But no concern handling poultry 
is compelled by law to have any 
inspection of its birds or of its 
work, 

Last year the poultry inspection 
service celebrated its tenth anni- 
versary by putting its official stamp 
of approval on 43 million pounds of 
poultry. This was only a small 
percentage of the poultry slaugh- 
tered for food, though it represent- 
ed a large part of the poultry that 
went into cans.

HOSPITALS, OTHER AGENSIES 
HERE GET U. S. SURPLUS FOOD 


40 Institutions in City and County 
Listed for Aid for Charity 
Patients. 


About 40 hospitals and other in- 
stitutions in St. Louis and the 
county will receive grapefruit, 
oranges and butter from the Fed- 
eral Surplus Commodity Corpora- 
tion, W. G. Eckhardt, St. Louis di- 
rector, said today.

That any of these dictatorships, 
whether Japan, Germany, Italy or 
Russia, or all of them together, has 
the remotest idea of military attack 
upon the Western Hemisphere is 
sheer hysteria. 

It will be said that we must be 
prepared to go across the seas and 
enforce lawful rights for Ameri- 
can trade by military action. I do 
not agree with that thesis. There 
always comes a time, with patience, 
when such ends can be accom- 
plished by the processes of peace. 

There are other factors that we 
need to consider also before we de- 
cide to use force beyond protection 
of the western hemisphere. We 
must not refuse to look at the pos- 
sible ultimates before we start 
down these paths, 

What War Means to Nation. 

If we join with force in Europe 
or Asia, even though it be short 
of war, we must consider its con- 
sequences should it lead to war. 
For that is the most probable re- 
sult. The call to join is based upon 
the preservation of human liberty 
in the world. Our first purpose is 
to maintain liberty in America. If 
civilization. based on liberty fails 
in the United States it is gone from 
the earth, We must safeguard 
that, not only in our own interest 
hut in the interest of the world. 

Personal liberty and free econom- 
ic life are not built for modern 
war. A great war today is a 
mobilization of ihe whole people. 
That means democracy must tem- 
porarily surrender to dictatorship, 
no matter what one may call it, in 
order that we may bend our full 
emergies to war. 

It means that our country must 
be mobilized into practically a 
Fascist state. It would be so or- 
ganized. It went some distance in 
the last great war, although we 
did not use that term at the time. 
It would have gone much farther 
if the war had extended longer. 

Praise for Wilson. 

I speak of this not from hearsay 
but as one who participated in the 
economic organization of the Great 
War. I saw the rise of opposition 
to demobilization of the interests 
which benefited. But we secured 
the immediate and courageous de- 
mobilization of this economic pow-

INVISIBLE SPECTACLES 


By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


N answer to several inquiries, 
[ice me say that the so-called in- 
visible spectacles are practical 
and efficient and are recommended 
by competent oculists. 


Invisible spectacles ar2z shell-like 
cups of glass that fit over the eye- 
ball. Another term for them is 
contact lenses. Certain kinds of 
ocujJar défects are better corrected 
with these than with ordinary spec- 
tacles. They are particularly recom- 
mended for their aesthetic qualities. 
Actors, actresses and those who 
have to appear in public often do 
not like to be seen with glasses and 
for them the invisible spectacles 
make a great appeal. 

About 4000 people in the United 
States are now using them. They 
are by no means new, because the 
idea of invisible spectacles was sug- 
gested by Haschel, the English as- 
tronomer, in 1827. He thought of 
them as having protective value. 
Then Mueller, a German optician, 
blew a glass for a patient who had 
a cancerous lid. It did duty for 
years, and proved that these glasses 
could be used without injury. 

The present day contact lenses 
were introduced for a condition 
known as keratoconus, a thinning 


To remove them the process is re- 
versed, the suction end of the rub- 
ber tube is placed against the glass 
and suction applied, and .the glass 
drawn out. 

When first used, they are worn 
for only an hour or two, but the 
wearer soon gets used to them and 
they can be worn indefinitely. They 
move with the movements of the 
eyeball, and are completely invisi- 
ble.

Fre- 
quently they forget to take them 
out when they go to bed, and wear 
them all night. : 


The danger of breakage is slight. 
There never has been a report of 
damage tq@an eye from fracture of 
the glass. They are made so re- 
silient that the thin shells can be 
dropped on a desk top and they will 
bounce. 

To put them in the eye, the in- 
verted shell is filled with salt solu- 
tion and held on the top end of a 
little rubber suction tube, as one 
might hold an eye-cup. The head is 
lowered and the cup fitted into the

What call do you make now? 

The correct answer was that 
South should bid two no trump. 
This is how 20,000 contestants an- 
swered: 4615 bid two no trump; 
2541 took the more aggressive 
course of jumping to three no 
trump (incidentally, this was the 
“next best bid,” and was sufficiently 


good to incur only the nominal 
penalty of seven points); 10,223 
did what I feared they would, 


merely rebid two spades; 2018 de- 
cided on the strong but wrong re- 
bid of three spades. The remain- 
ing 700 examinees chose a wide va- 
riety of answers, including the out- 
rageous underbid of three clubs, 
“a preference” for North’s first bid 
suit.
